ASSERTED THAT ROADS 
LACK CASH AND CREDIT 


Claimed That Thousands 
of Cars and Hundreds of 
Locomotives Are Need- 
ed— Request May Be 
Granted. 


Washington, May 6.—Railroad ex- 
ecutives today asked oongress for 
an additional $500,000,000 with 
which to buy rolling stock during 
the coming year. 

Appearing before the senate in- 
‘terstate commefce committee, repre- 
sentatives of the carriers declared 
a serious and general car ghortage 
existed through the middle west 
and that they were unable to bor- 
row money on their own credit for 
freight cars needed to remedy the 
situation. 

Samuel Rea, president of the 
Pennsylvania system, speaking for 
the roads, suggested that the gov- 

ernment, if it furnished the money, 
take equipment trust certificates 
for security, and hold them until 
they could be sold advantageously 
Smagers! investors. 

e Equipment Needed. 

Some idea of what the roads 
_peeded in the way of equipment was 
given the committee by E. N. 
.Brown, chairman of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, who declared 
the present shortage amounted to 
£26,000 freight cars; 3,190 locomo- 
tives and. 6,000 passenger cars. He 
believed they could get along for 

- a time with 100,000 freight cars 
and 2,000 locomotives, total cost of 
which was estimated at $616,000,-

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Mr. Brown testified that the car- 
riers had paid as high as 7% per 
cent interest on equipment funds in 
the open market and findlly had 

been told that $160,000,000 was all 
that could be borrowed for | that 
purpase. >

that when the government turned 
back the railroads they had neither 
cash, credit nor proper equipment. 
Mdward N. Brown, of the Frisco, 
asserted it will take $1,600,000,000 
to provide the roads with the equip- 
ment they need, and that funds can- 
not be borrowed at present. 

Samuel M. Felton, of Chicago, 
chairman of the western executive 
rate committee, in “presenting an 
application for rate increases to the

“There is continually increasing 
demand on the part of the traveling 
public for more passenger equip- 
ment, more frequent train service 
and better accommodations.”

641,900 Veteran 
Of the World War 
Need Federal Aid 


New York, May 6.—There are 
641,900 veterans of the world war 
dependent on the bounty of the 
United States for future existence, 
at an annual cost of $325,000,000, ac- 
cgrding to Dr. W. C. Rucker, chief 
medical adviser of the bureau of 
war risk insurance, who reports this 
number discharged from the 
army and navy with disabilities. 
These figures, said to represent the 
first authentic tabulation, were made 
public here today by the committee 
for aid to disabled veterans and ref- 
erendum on the bonus. 

Dr. Rucker’s report shows there 
are at least 76,588 cases of neuro- 
psychiatric disease among the disa- 
bled discharged men, divided as 
follows: ° 

Endocrino-pathics, 4,823; epilepsy, 
6,985; psycho-neurosis, 13,944; ine- 
briates, 1,858; insane, 12,544; feeble- 
minded 22,538; constitutional psycho- 
inferiors, 6,609. In addition, there 
are 46,310. cases of» tuberculosis, 
75,000 surgical cases, 62,869 eye, ear, 
nose and throat and 22,847 miscel- 
laneous. 

“To the above figures,” said Dr. 
Rucker, “should be added enough 
men to make 641,900, which is be- 
lieved to be the maximum number 
discharged with disability.”

London,; May 6.—Premier Lloyd- 
George will not take cognizance of 
the message from American con- 
gressmen relative to Ireland. 

“This sort of thing has ceased to 
cause any stir here,” an official at 
10 Downing street told the Associat- 
ed Press this morning. “We long 
since have come to believe that 
 eoming 
from America are political maneu- 
vers and that they do not represent 
American sentiment. * Consequently, 
they have little weight.” 

Not Printed by Sor . Papers. 

Some of the Lond«s newspapers 
do not publish thé message to 
Premier Lloyd-George from _ 88 
American congressmen protesting 


against the holding of Irish prison- 
ers without trial, while others print 
it inconspicuously. The only edi- 
torial reference to the message thus 
far was in The Pall Mall Gazette, 
which did not publish the cable- 
gram, but referred to it under 
“notes of the day,” saying: 

“Kighty-eight members of the 
United States congress have  in- 
formed Premier Lloyd-George of 
their objections to the detention of 
Irish prisoners without trial. That 
they do not reproach him with mur- 
dering the Lord Mayor of Cork 
must be set down to the nice sense 
of international delicacy which dis- 
tinguishes their species.” 

The subject of the support. given 
to “the Irish republic’ by some per- 
sons in the United States came up 
in the house of commons today. 
Horatio Bottomley asked whether 
the government was aware that ap- 
peals for subscriptions’ for bonds 
addressed by de Valera as “presi- 
dent of the Irish republic.” were 
still appearing in American news- 
papers and were supported by the 
governors of various states, and 
whether Great Britain proposed to 
make representations on the mat- 
ter to President Wilson. 


Attitude of Government. 


Mr. Bonar Law, replying in behalf 
of the government, said it was un- 
derstood such appeals were still 
appearing in certain American pa- 
pers, but he was not in a position 
to say whether they were sup- 
ported by any governor. Great 
Britain, he added, was not, pre- 
pared to make representatio 

Mr. Bottomley asked whether 
Mr. Law had seen the announcé- 
ment that already 2,000,000 pounds 
had been subscribed to this fund 
and that triumphant processions 
had gone through the principal 
streets of the United States in cele- 
bration of the event and that De 
Valere had been entertained by 
state governors. He asked if Mr. 
Ronar Law did not consider that in 
international law this amounted to 
an unfriendly act and whether new 
‘instructions would be given to the 
British ambassador. 

The government leader said he 
had not been a statement of the 
specific facts named. but it did not 
alter his view regarding Great Brit- 
ain’s right course, namely, that it 
was not always wise to take action 
to which a country had the legal 
right.

in Rear of Building. 


New and commodious office build- 
ing space in Atlanta is assured by 
the fact that J. Lee -Barnes on 
Thursday closed a deal with.E. W. 
and Winter Alfriend, selling them 
Majestic hotel 
property for a consideration of $50,- 


000, a record price for a lease of 
such short duration, as Mr. Barnes’ 
léase expires in two and one-half 
years. Messrs. Alfriend expressed 
their intention, several] weeks ago, 
of eventually developing this prop- 
erty, which they purchased from 
Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Van Landing- 
ham, of Charlotte, N. C., into an 
office building. 

The terms of the agreement 
whereby the sale of the lease was 
made, said Mr. Barnes, will per- 
mit the building’s use as a hotel 
for sixty days longer, when im- 
provements will be begun with a 
view to making it a permanent of- 
fice building. 


Two-Story Addition Planned. 


It is understood that a two-story 
addition to the building will be 
constructed on. its Peachtree plaza 
frontage, the new structure to be 
utilized as stores or for some sort 
of commercial houses; The trans- 
formation of the hotel into an of- 
fice building should be accomplish- 
ed quickly, it is said, since the 
original plan of the building was 
made with the idea of it being 
adaptable to either of these uses. 

Preference, it hag been said, will 
be given in the gental of office 
space in the building to tenants who 
wish a large amount of floor space, 
such as 5,000 feet, so that the build- 
ing may be rented a floor at a 
time. Taking into consideration the 
small amount of work necessary 
to making the structure ready for 
its new form of occupation, and 
the fact that the Mafestic hotel will 
operate as such for two more 
months, it is believed that office 
space in the building will be oc- 
cupied by late summer or early 
fall. 

Work of removing furniture, 
furnishings and such plumbing as 
will not be used by office tenants, 
will begin soon, Mr. Barnes said. 

The building is one of the hand- 
somest in Atlanta, being of abso- 
lutely fire-proof steel construction. 
It was erected in 1895, and during 
practically all of the time 
since its completion, the hotel has 
been under management of Mr. 
Barnes. Mr. Barnes was represent- 
e@ in his transactions with Messrs. 
Alfriend, by Robert C. and Phillip 
Alston, prominent Atlanta law firm. 


May Build Theater. 


“ Another possibility attendant 
upon the sale of the lease is that of 
a new theater, which may be con- 
structed on part of the property, 
in the rear of ‘the hotel, and it is 
understood that Messrs. Alfriend 
have already begun preliminary ne- 
gotiations with parties who are in- 
terested in this feature of the de- 
velopment. 

In discussion of his sale, Mr. 
Barnes said that he had no inten- 
tion of leaving Atlanta or the hotel 
business, but that the sale seemed 
to him the logical thing, since At- 
lanta’s great demand for office 
space had slight precedence over 
the hotel demand in that offices 


his lease on the 


those who came to make their

“It seems: somewhat a pity to ne- 
duce Atlanta’s hotel facilities,” said 
Mr. Barness “but the demand for 
office epace comes from those who 
are intending permanent residence 
in Atlanta.

New York, May 6.—President 
Deschanel, of France, has refused 
to permit Mme. Deschanel to accept 
the $5,000 hat offered her by 3,000 
American milliners for her indorse- 
ment of the “four seasons for milli- 
nery.”’ 

This was announced today at the 
Miljinery 
Jobbers’ association, when a letter 
was read from Ambassador Jusse- 
rand, ‘declining the American cre- 
ation made from material supplied 
by each of the 48 states and decor- 
ated with nine paradise plumes, 
each costing $500. 

The ambassadorial letter, address- 
ed to Henify S. Bernard, president of 
the assoefation, read: 

fee is not possible for Mme. 
Deschan to receive, under’ such 
conditions’ any gift of value, the 
president begs you not to realize 
your intention for which he begs 
me, however, to tender you his sin- 
cere thanks.” 

Hardly had the reading of this 
letter ended, when the  wmilliners 
were read a cable from the Society 
for the Improvement of Millinery 
Art in France, giving “fourteen 
points” why Mme. Deschanel should 
not accept the gift. The points 
were: 

1. Bad precedent. Paris only style 
center.

DENIED BY BENSON 


He Says Warning Given 
Sims Was to Impress 
Him That United States 
Was Still a Neutral. 


Washington, May 6.—Denying 
that he had any feeling against the 
British, Rear Admiral William 8. 
Benson declared before the senate 
naval investigating committee to- 
day that he had been done a grave 
injustice through Admiral Sims’ in- 
terpretation of instructions received 
before going abroad. 

Admiral Benson said he could not 
recall ‘whether in his final instruc- 
tions to Admiral Sims he hada said 
“don’t let the British pull wool over 
your eyes; we would as soon fight 

em as the Germans,” but added if 
he had used such language, ft was 
for the purpose of impressing upon 
the admiral that the United States 
still was a neutral. 

Sims Cautioned Twice. 

The witness told the committee 
that he had not only cautioned Ad- 
miral Sims on that occasion, hut 
twice during the war not to let his 
friendship for the British unduly in- 
fluence him. He discussed the mat- 
ter with the officer first in London; 
he said, and later in Paris. He ex- 
plained that he was prompted by 
what he described a feeling 
growing ir®*%he United States that 
Admiral Sas was permitting his 
friendship for the British to influ- 
ence him unduly in using Ameri- 
can destroyers to protect British

~ On neither occasion, said Admiral 


Benson, did he use the language 
attributed to him by Admiral Sims. 

Admiral Sims, the witnéss said, 
had the entire confidence of the 
department.. His recommendations 
were given every consideration con- 
sistent with the general policy of 
giving all possible aid to the allies. 

Asked by the chairman why, if 
this were true, all of Admiral Sims’ 
recommendations were not imme- 
diately followed, the witness said 
Admiral Sims was not charged with 
final responsibility and the depart- 
ment’s acts had to be based on the 
general situation. 

Instructiong to Sims. 

Asked by Chairman Hale what 
instructions he gave Admiral Sims 
before that officer first sailed for 
London, Admiral Benson said he 
cautioned him to be very careful 
of his conduct in view of the deli- 
cate situation and to remember 
that the United States still was a 
neutral. 

“I gave him very earnest instruc- 


| tions along that line,” said the wit-

ness. “I felt very strongly regard- 
ing the situation and probably used 
very forcible language to impress on 
him the seriousness of the asaitu- 
ation, but what words I used I can- 


not recall.” 

Admiral Benson added that if 
Sims said he had been told not to 
let the British pull the wool over 
his eyes, it would have to go at 
that. 

“You do not deny it?” asked the 
chairman. 

“I cannot deny it under oath,” 
replied Admiral Benson. “I do deny 
the interpretation that has been 
placed or attempted to be placed 
on it. I don’t think anything could 
have been more confidential than 
my conversation with Admiral 
Sims.” : 

“How could you say that we 
would as soon fight the British as 
the Germans?” asked thé gdhair- 
man. 

“Merely as a figure of speech to 
impress on him the. seriousness 
of his task,” was the reply. 


Sims and the British. 


Admiral Benson said that late in 
1917 a feeling had grown up in 
the United States that Admiral] Sims 
was being persuaded to give too 
much attention to British shipping 
and was using American destroyers 
o largely in connection with Brit- 

vessels. The witness testified 

“ene when he was in London he 
te 1 Admiral Sims of this feeling 
and advised him as a friend to 
be more careful not only for his 
own sake, but because of his of- 
ficial position. 

“To say that I repeated the lanh- 
guage Admiral Sims says I used be- 
fore he went abroad is absolutely 
untrue,” declared the witness. “I 
never had any unkindly feeling «+ 
anything along that line that the 
quotation could indicate. He said 
he knew that I was‘anti-British. I 
don’t think I ever had a conversa- 
tion with him along that line. My 
attitude. then was one of enthusias- 
tic co-operation. I deny now any 
unfriendly feeling. I feel that a great 
injustice has been done me _ that 
should be corrected. I can never 
visit Great Britain again as I should 
like to, and I have many dear 
friends there and have been hon- 
ored with one of the highest deco- 
rations that government can give.” 


Questions by Outside Parties. 


Charges that witnesses before the 
committee were being asked ques- 
tions prepared by “outside parties” 
were made by Senator Pittman, 
democrat, Nevada.

California Vote 
Fails to Change 
Herbert Hoover 


Attitude Toward Nomina- 
tion Remains Same—Al- 
leges Result Is Not In- 
dorsement of Johnson’s 
Anti-League Views. 


New York, May 6.—Herbert Hoo- 
ver, candidate for the -republican 
presidential nomination, in a state- 
menf issued here tonight, declared 
his attitude toward the nomination 
has not been changed by the Call- 
fornia primaries, and that he will 
not erganize a campaign nor “have 
my supporters raise a great cam- 
paign fund and then mortgage my 
soul in advance in order to attain 
the election.” 

“I believe that the people have a 
right to elect their president with- 
out having someone put over on 
them,” he gaid. “I have certain def- 
finite ideas regarding economic, so- 
cial and international problems, I 
believe that these ideas are, in many 
ways, in accord with the ideas of 
the great majority of American citi- 
zens.” 

“I can only repeat what I have said 
before,” he added, “and that is that 
I have never had any personal ambl- 
tion in this thing. My. interest is 
only that of any other citizen who 
wants to see the government reflect 
the spirit of its people.” 

Mr. Hoover said he did not regard 
the California result as an indorse- 
ment of Senator Johnson’s stand on 
the league of nations, but that his 
rival’s supporters had made the cam- 
paign so much one of personalities 
that the internatiOhal issues  in- 
volved were lost sight of. In his 
opinion, he said, the country was 
neither reactionary nor radical, but 
was progressively liberal.

Amendment to Be Asked 
to City Charter Provid- 
ing Adequate Authority 
for Body. 


REVISION OF CHARTER 
“NOT AIM OF BOARD” 


Commission Not to Back 
Any Fight to Reform 
Mode of Government in 
Atlanta. 


Adoption of a preliminary plan 
of organization for the new city 
planning commission and the pas- 
sage of a resolution defining ‘the 
commission’s attitude with regard 
to changes in the Atlanta city char- 
ter necessary to allow it to prop- 
erly function, were features of yes- 
terday afternoon’s meeting of the 
commission held in the council 
chamber at city hall. Colonel W. 
hi. Peel, chairman, presided over the 
meeting, and he urged .the chair- 
men of the various committees of 
the commission to take steps imme- 
diately to start the activities of 
their respective branches of the new 
work. Nearly all members of the 
commission were in attendance. 

Charter Descussed, 

Considerable discussion was held 
regarding the subject of charter 
changes. This was precipitated by 
reference to the question in a re- 
port presented by Chairman Peel. 
Just at adjournment, the commis- 
sion unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Resolved, That it is not the pur- 
pose of the planning commission to 
change or revise the city charter, 
but rather to secure amendments to 
such a character as to give the 
planning commission the same pow- 


ers that are given planning com- /| 


missions in other progressive cities 
of America.” 
introduced by R. R. Otis, 

In the discussion leading up to 
the adoption of the resolution, City 
Councilman A. J. Orme empbasized 
that the commission’s purpose was 
simply to obtain such revision of 
the charter as will enable it to be 
a vital factor in the future de- 
velopment of Atlanta. It was not 
the purpose to place the influence 
of the commission behind any plan 
to change the fundamental form of 
city government, for it was pointed 
out that planning commissions are 
performing valuable work in other 
communities under various forms of 
municipal government. 

Key Supports Orme. 

Mayor James L. Key supported 
the views of Mr. Orme, pointing out 
that ‘adequate powers can be con- 
ferred upon the commission r.- 
gardless of the form of the city 
government. He thought it should 
be understood generally that .the 
commission does not propose to go 
into the matter of fundamental 
charter revisions. 

P. H. Norcross made.it plain that 
the commission must boldly seek 
all charter changes actually neces- 
sary for the accomplishment of the 
purpose for which it was created, 
yet he said he did not for a minute 
understand that a charter fight was 
to be backed by the commission. 
W. L. Moore took a similar posi- 
tion. 

Chairman Peel, in his report, said: 
“Th@® charter of Atlanta must be 


revised or modified to meet mod- 
ern conditions and should include 
provisions for a city planning com- 
mission, forming an ee part 
of the tecal government, which com- 
mission can work with the knowl- 
edge that eventually their plans will 
be translated into actual accom- 
plishment.” The chairman has opb- 
tained valuable suggestions as a 
result of his recent attendance upon 
the twelfth national conference of 
city planners at Cincinnati. 

“After learning what other mu-

Carranza Refuses

Mexico City, May 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Refusal to 
abandon the presidency in face 
of the menace of rebellion fea- 
tured a manifesto issued yester- 
day on the occasion of the na- 
tional holiday by President Coe 
ranza. 

The president announced he 
would fight to a finish to put 
down the rebellion, and that he 
would not turn over the presi- 
dency to anyone except a legal- 
ly-elected successor. He enun- 
ciated the principle of the elim- 
ination of the coup de’etat from 
Mexican politics, asserting that 
the ‘presidency must not be a 
prize for military leaders. s 

In the manifesto President 
Carranza declared it would be 
impossible to hold the presiden- 
tial electitons-which had been set 
for July 4. Also he trated the 
events in Mexico, which he 
charged represented a plot by 
the followers of General Obregon 
to gain the presidency by means 
of violence. 


El Paso, Texas, May 6.—President 
Carranza was scheduled to leave 
Mexico City for Vera Cruz some time 
today, according to a telegrain re- | 
ceived from Nogales, Ar‘z., tonight 
by La Patria, a Spanish language 
newspaper published here. 

The message was signed by A. 
Almada, head of the revolutionists’ 
department of information and prop- 
aganda at Nogales, 

In view of reports received earlier 
in the day that the railroad service 
from Mexico City to Vera Cruz had 
been suspended, some doubts were 
expressed here as to the probability 
that the Mexican chief executive /.

In New York this 
mammon worship is assuming im- 
mense proportions.” 


To Preach Here. 


“Before I made my charges 
against the conditions that prevailed 
in that city I resolved to observe 
them myself. I gathered together a 
number of young men who Knew 
the night life, and we personally 
visited many dance halls, cabarets 
and other places where our youth 
resorted. 

“In one of these places I saW be- 
tween five and six thousand young 
men and women dancing under close 
personal. contact between the sexes. 
The girls, many of whom were mere 
children in short dresses, were 
garbed in clothing that covered not 
more than a third of their bodies. 
The air was filled with the fumes 
of cigarette smoke and of the liquor 
that was being sold openly all 
around them, and there they danced 
until nearly dawn to the strains of 
sensuous music. We were solicited 
by women on all sides, and the 
young girls who go to such dances, 
of. course, are subject to those in- 
fluences.”

Clemency Plea 


Man Convicted of Killing 
J. G. Moody Must Re- 
‘main at Prison Farm for 
‘Full Term of Sentence. 


The petition for clemency fo1 
Rush Irwin, who was convicted of 
slaying J. G. Moody and sentenced 
to serve one year at the prison 
farm by 2 jury in the criminal divi- 
sion of the Fulton superior court 
last November. was denied by Gov- 


ernor Hugh M. Dorsey in a formal 
order which he signed Monday. 

Since the conviction of Irwin last 
fall repeated efforts have been 
made by members of the man's 
family to have the sentence short- 
ened and Irwin freed. The state 
prison commission twice has re- 
fused to recommend that the gov- 
ernor act favorably on the clemency 
petition and several attempts have 
' been made to have the governor act. 
The last attempt of Irwin's family. 
friends and counsel resulted in the 
order signed by Governor Dorsey de- 
clining to grant the clemency pe- 
tition. The governor says the pris- 
on board declined to recommena 
clemency, and he had been through 
the papers submitted very carefully 
and could not see his way clear to 
grant clemency. 

Irwin was represented in appll- 
cation for Clemency by Judge 
Frank Harwell and Attorney Joe? 
B. Mallett. 

It has been said by the state’s at- 
torney that Mrs. Irwin has refused 
to sign the clemency petition for 
Irwin's release.

LEVER FOOD MEASURE 
UPHELD BY US. UDGE 


Jackson, Miss., May 6.—Judge Ed- 
win Holmes, of the federal court, 
here today upheld the constitution- 
ality of the Lever food control act, 


by refusing to issue an injunction 
restraining, T. J. Locke, federal faire 
price commissioner for Mississippi, 
from enforcing observance of fair 
price. lists. The injunction was 
sought. by R. E. Kennington, a local 
department store proprietor. 

In a special charge to the grand 
jury, Judge Holmes gave an inter- 
pretaation of the Lever act in which 
“4 We detlaréd that the law of supply 
jand demand, and not price lists or | 
“profit margins fixed by any com- 
mittee or agency of the govern- | 
ment,” should be considered in al- | 
leged cases of profiteering. | 

In refusing to grant the restrain- 
ing order applied for by Mr. Ken- 
nington, Judge Holmes based his de- 
cision on section 267 of the judicial 
code, which provides that sults in 
equity shall not be sustained in any 
court of.the United States whefe an 
adequate and complete remedy may 
be had at law. 

Addressing the grand jury, Judge 
Holmes said: 

‘The test of reasonableness must 
be applied to all regulations and or- 
ders issued to carry out the act 
and any regulation requiring .tié 
seller to disregard the real market 
value of the article, and to sell at 
the original price paid therefor, plus 
an arbitrary fixed percentage as 
profit, is unreasonable and void, a# 
in many cases such regulations 
would confiscate property rights 
which have become fixed and vested. 

“The law of supply and demand 
must govern. No human law. can 
make water run uphill. No crimind@l 
prosecution can prevent the play of | 
economic laws which have been in

NEAR-BEER MEASURE 


Boston, May 6.—Governor Cool- 
idge today vetoed a bill intended to 
legalize the manufacture and sale 
of beverages containing not more 
than 2.75 per cent alcohol in this 
state. 

His veto message said: 

“There is little satisfaction in at- 
tempting to deceive ourselves, and 
there is grave danger in attempt- 
ing to deceive the people. If this 
act were placed on the = statute 
books today, it would provide no 
beer for the people.” 

As the supreme court has yet to 
speak on the constitutionality of the 
Volstead act, the governor said, no 
one would dare act on the state 
measure if enacted. “Wait until 
the supreme court talks,” he said.

THE TAX-DODGER. 

Decision by the board of commis- 
sioners of Fulton county to uncover 
and drag from its hiding place 
every foot of land and every dol- 
lar’s worth of property, within the 
board’s jurisdiction, that has here- 
tofore escaped taxation, deserves 
general commendation. 

At the regular monthly meeting 
of the board last Wednesday 
charges were made to the effect 
that “the county is losing large 
sums of money annually. by the 
failure of property owners to re- 
turn their acreage outside of the 
city limits of Atlanta for taxation 
purposes ;” and the board’s action 
came in response to those charges. 

A system is to be cevised where- 
by the county may “catch” the hid- 
den property and “force the owner 
to return it for taxation, and, in 
addition, pay all back taxes due 
on it.” Hs 

The board expects in this way 
to increase the county’s. revenues 
“several hundred thousand dollars 
annually.” 

The man who fails to return his 
property for taxation, thus to con- 
tribute his full share toward the 
support of the government that 
protects him and gives his prop- 
erty its value, is simply a tax-; 
dodger. He is not a good citizen, 
and deserves to be penalized for his 
ingratitude to his government and 
his evasion of the first duty of 
worthy citizenship. 

There is a way to uncover all 
property that is hidden from the 
tax-gatherer, and to bring its own- 
ers to book; and the county com: 
missioners are to be commended 
for having taken this matter in 
hand.. 

Every dollar that is thus put into 
the treasury will not only help the 
county by that much, but propor- 
tionately lesscn the tax burden of 
all honest and patriotic and public- 
spirited tax-payers. 


SUGAR FROM SAWDUST. 

By .. process which he has thus 
far kept to himself, Robert Hyde, 
a Pittsburg (Pa.)} chemist, claims 
to be able to extract three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar from a pound 
\ common sawdust, the cost of 
production being three and one-half 
cents a pound for the sugar, if 
made by hand, or less than half 
of that amount if made by machin- 
ery and on an extensive scale. 

Whether or not the sugar thus 
made is palatable and fit for food 
the press dispatch announcing Mr. 
Hyde’s alleged discovery does not 
state, but presumably it is. And 
if so, the discovery is not only in- 
teresting, but opens an almost lim- 
itless storehouse of saccharine 
nourishment for the human family, 
just at a time when the world’s 


supply is at low ebb and sugar is{ 


extremely high in price and hourly 
ransing still higher. 

To the lay mind there seems to 
be nothing more astonishing about 
the idea of making sugar from 
sawdust than about that of making 
alcohol from wood; and if Mr. 
Hyde’s claims prove genuine and 
his product is good for table use it 
will bear out the thought expressed 
in the old limerick— 

“There once was a poor man named 
Shrewd 
Who said ‘I'll use 
food; 
It’s cheap by the ton, 
And it nourishes one— 
And, sure, that’s the main object 
of food!” 

For the sake of candy-loving 
kiddies, the grown-ups who like 
their coffee sweetened, and to the 
human race in general, to which 
sugar in some form is a dietary 
necessity of life, it is to be hoped 
that the Pittsburg chemist’s an- 
nouncement proves not to be a 
“bloomer,” but that of a bona fide, 
giltedge discovery. 

If it does, the name of Hyde will 
quickly become a household word 
used affectionately the world over, 
and remembered long after sugar 
as a by-product of the sawmill shall 
have ceased to be a novelty.

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“GREATER GREECE 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


New York, May 6.—Amidst all the 
confusion of San_ Remo rumors, 


the fact detaches itself that Veni- 


zelos is at last to have his reward 
and Greece to obtain substantial 
justice. So far, all reports are in 
accord that Greece is to obtain the 
whole of Thrace, Bulgarian as well 


as Turkish fractions included, and 
thus occupy the entire region be- 
tween the Bulgarian frontier and 


the bases of the Constantinople and 
Gallipoli peninsulas. In addition 
she is to receive Smyrna and a sub- 
stantial hinterland and portions of 
northern Epirus. What remains a 
matter of doubt is whether she or 
Albania will have Koritiza. 


Put into figures this means that 
Greece will obtain in Europe new 
territories having an area of ap- 


proximately 12,000 square miles, a 
little less than the combined areas 
of Massachusetts and Connecticut 
and a population in round numbers 
amounting to 1,000,000 at the last 
census. But the last census was 
taken more than a decade ago, un- 
der Turkish rule, and is notoriously 
inexact. In addition three wars 
have passed over this country since 
this numbering and swept away 
large percentages of the inhabi- 
tants, while changes of rulers— 
portions of Thrace have been Turk- 
ish, Greek, Bulgarian and are now 
to be Greek again all in the span 
of eight years—have produced much 
migration voluntary and involun- 
tary alike. 

In Asia the Smyrna grant, despite 
its rather grudging limitations, will 
5,000 
square miles with a population of 
much more than 500,000, Hellenic in 
majority. Thus Greece emerges 
from the last trial a state with an 
area of rather more than _ 60,000 
square miles, having a population 
of approximately 6,500,000. She is, 
then, in area more than half as 
large as Italy, in population some- 
what smaller than Belgium. 

A quartéY of a century ago, when 
Venizelos came from Crete to begin 
his great work, Greece, just beaten 
in a Turkish war, was a state with 
a population of less than 2,500,000 
living on a territory of some 25,000 
square miles. Athens, with the 
Piraeus, was the single considere 
able city, railway communications 
were totally inadequate, Greece was 
isolated from the rest of Europe 
and order within the boundaries 
was entirely lacking. By the 
Turkish war Greece had lost the 
sympathy of Europe and her dy- 
nasty had lost all domestic regard. 


From the moment of his arrival 
and for nearly two decades there- 
after, Venizelos applied himself to 


the task of domestic reorganization. 
Not until 1912 was he ready to pur- 
sue his larger objectives. But in 
these years he had regained for 
Greece the sympathy of the world 
and he had also achieved the im- 
possible in establishing an alliance 
between Serbia, Bulgaria and 
Greece against the Turk. The re- 
sult of this alliance was the First 
Balkan war with its swift over- 
throw of Turkish power in Europe, 
to which Greek armies contributed 
honorably. 

In the negotiations which follow- 
ed victory, Venizelos displayed rea} 
statesmanlike moderation, but Bul- 
garia, spurning all proposals, at- 
tacked Serbia and Greece. Bul- 
garian defeat resulted in a new di- 
vision of territories at Bukharest 
and in this division Greece obtain- 
ed some 2,300,000 people, the re- 
Zions about Janina, Salonica and 
Kavala, togethcr with the great 
city of Salonica. Only Italian jeal-

ousy prevented her from obtaining 
her full deserts on the Albanian 
side. 3 : 

In the world war Constantine 
nearly spoiled the results of Venize- 
los’ labors and just missed enlist- 
ing Greece on the German side. 


But in the end Venizelos saved his 
country and rendered the alHes 
valuable services. At Paris he was 
one of the conspicuous figures and 
it was recognized that Greek claims 
would be honored on his account. 
Unhappily President Wilson was 
not seympathetic with Greece and 
the Greek case was adjourned. 


By the later decision at San Re- 
mo, Greece is now to add Smyrna, 
and Adrianople to Salonica. Hold- 
ing Salonica and Smyrna, as well 


as her original part of the Piraeus, 
she becomes once more the great 
commercial power of the -Aegean, 
regains a position which was Hel- 
lenic in the first days of Greek 
greatness and again in the period 
of the empire. ‘Moreover the ex- 
tension of the Orient railway, from 
Salonica southward, has brought 
in direct rail communica- 
tion with Europe and given new 
importance to the Piraeus as the 
southern end of the European rail- 
Way systems. 

Still Venizelos has work to do. To 
realize Greek ambitions Constanti- 
nople must be regained and it 
seems clear that the present Con- 


stantinople is to be occupied by al- 
lied troops, to be in some fashion 
a British possession. By acquiring 
Thrace, however, Greece closes the 
approach of any land power to the 
Golden Horn and nothing seems 
more likely than that in due course 
of time Greek claims will be rec- 
ognized and after nearly six centu- 
ries a Greek ruler will return to 
Byzantium. 

In the Aegean Italy still holds 
Greek islands, the Dedecanesus and 
Rhodes, while in the eastern Medi- 
terranean Great Britain retains 
Cyprus. But Britain offered Cy- 
prus to Greece in 1915 and there 
seems to be a growing willingness 
in London to repeat the generosity 
of the last century, when Corfu and 
the adjoining islands were bestow- 
ed upon Greece by the British gov- 
ernment of that hour. 


It is different with Italy, which 
resents Greek development and sees 
in Greece a future rival in the Near 


East. This explains the pessimistic 
tone of Nitti’s recent interview. But 
both in northern Epirus and in the 
Aegean islands Italian policy con- 
flicts with right and justice and 
there is small reason to doubt that 
in the end the Greek solution wil] 
prevail. Certainly to deny Greece 
the Aegean islands would be to sin 
against every known rule of inter- 
national right. 


In less than a quarter of a cen- 
tury Venizelos has doubled the area 
of his country, restored it to a po- 


sition in the Near East lost by the 
Byzantine empire seven centuries 
ago and lost by classical Greece 
with the collapse of the empire of 
Alexander the Great. This work is 
still to be completed, but Venizelos 
survives and the foundations are 
solidly laid. Next year Greece will 
celebrate her centenary of inde- 
pendence and the anniversary will 
see not only a greater Greece, but 
a Greek nation capable of becoming 
in the future not only politically, 
but commercially a great factor in 
the Near East. To Venizelos Greece 
owes this achtevement. Since Ca- 
vour died Europe has known no 
national reconstructor to rival the

City’ Hall Park: The man who 
has the shoe shining privileges at 
the entrance of Brooklyn bridge 
makes $50,000 a year.

The 
mayor’s car parked in a “Keep off 
the Grass” plot. There’s Perry’s 
drug store in the World building.

I al- 
ways thought of a spindly legged 
child picking bits of food out of a 
garbage pail in a tumble down 
street. It must have come from 
some cartoonist. 

But there seems to be no poor 
of that kind these days. Those 
who have watched the currents of 
the social tide-rip for the past year 
say the character of the flotsam has 
been altered. The new poor now 
consists of the more salaried and 
professional men and women. They 
are now the biggest borrowers at 
the Provident Loan society—which 
is known as the poor man’s bank. 

The mechanic and laborer rare- 
ly czlls for a loan now. Instead 
come the clerks, teachers, the small 
merchant and baker, bookkeeper 
and others of those who constitute 
the so-called middle and upper 
classes. Pawn shops say that the 
bulk of their business now comes 
from those who spurned such in- 
stitutions before the rent profiteer 
and others of his ilk got in their 
deadly work.

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HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Hygiene and Tuberculosis. 
The big noise made Dy 
workers who undertook to teach 
the public all about the “great 


white plague” has dwindled appre- 
ciably in the past few years and 
more thoughtful students are find- 
ing an opportunity to check up on 
the results of all that deplorable 
sideshow business. 


It appears that the death rate per 
thousand population from tubercu- 


losis has' been steadily decreasing 
for over a hundred years, here in 
America. The death rate was on 
the decline for three generations be- 
fore the cause of tuberculosis was 
discovered. In the twenty years 
immediately preceding the . nation- 
wide educational campaign (includ- 
ing ten years preceding the dis- 
covery of the tubercle bacillus) the 
decrease it. the death rate was 27.5, 
according to Dr. George Thomas 
Palmer, of Springfield, Ill In the 
twenty years following the estab- 
lishment .of the first volunteer 
tuberculosis association (for educa- 
tional work) the death rate from 
tuberculosis decreased 30.5, which 
would seem to suggest that the 
“sreat white plague” howlers had 
done some good in the world. But 
let us remember that statistics have 
a way of lying in spite of every 
care, and that the diagnosis and re- 
porting of tuberculosis cases have 
contributed much toward the reduc- 
tion of death rates, and these fac- 
tors do not depend upon public 
health education. 

As Dr. Palmer points out, living 
conditions have steadily improved in 


the “past hundred years. Means of 
cleanliness, sewage disposal, water 
supply, safe milk and better super- 
vision of food supplies have con- 
tributed toward better health and 
better resistance, and hence toward 
a reduction in the death rate from 
tuberculosis. 

Most important of all, perhaps, 
though Dr. Palmer does not say 80, 


the fact that the people have 
gradually discarded the more vici- 
ous of their delusions regarding 
fresh air and exposure. It was when 
“night air’ was carefully excluded 
from the sleeping rooms that tuber- 
culosis reaped its greatest harvest. 
It is in such institutions as Rollier’s 
sunbath hospital at Leysin, Switzer- 
land, and the famous J. N. Adam 
Memorial hospital established by Dr. 
John Pryor at Perrysburg, N. Y., 
that the least fear of exposure pre- 
vails and jhe most remarkable 
cures of tuberculosis are brought 
about. At Perrysburg, as at Leysin 
and elsewhere, children run about 
playing on the snow on winter days, 
with nothing but shoes and breech- 
cloth on, which would be enough to 
give Sairey Gamp, experienced 
nurse, heart failure. 

Man was not built for indoor or 
eave life. He is constituted .to ab- 


sorb and utilize the energy of sun- 
light. Coop him up the better part 
of every day in a modern cave and 
you cannot help reducing his re- 
sistance to tuberculosis. The death 
rate from tuberculosis has decreased 
as rapidly as the catching cold de- 
lusion has diminished among the 
people.

bow legs and rickets? What causes 
rickets and what is the cure? (R. 
E. J.) 


ANSWER—Rickets is a disease 
characterized by defective nutrition 


of every tissue of the body, includ- 
ing the blood (which is a liquid tis- 
sue) and producing, as one con- 
spicuous effect, more or less bony 
deformity—as of the spine, the 
chest, the skull, the legs. It has al- 
ways been known that infants fed 
with most substitutes for’ fresh 
milk are prone to suffer ricketa. 
There is now some reason to believe 
that this ig attributable to the utter 
absence of vitamines in such sub- 
stitutes. Bow legs are sometimes 
a result of rickets, though nmfore 
frequently rickets causes a forward 
bending of the shin bones. Fresh 
milk, fresh cereal gruels, fresh fruit 
juices, fresh vegetable soups, fresh 
meat broths and cod liver oil are 
our best remedies for rickets, save 
that open air and sunshine are pow- 
erful aids to recovery. Cod liver oil, 
like the fat of milk, is rica in 
vitamine. An infant must have live 
fat in its food, not to make the in- 
fant obese, but to supply ‘he in- 
dispensable vitamines. 
Lunacy: 

We are told that the baby should 
be weaned by a certain sign of the 
moon.

what sign, and also give any other 
information you may have along 
this line?

ANSWER—Watch the moon care- 
fully from the birth of the baby, and

OBREGON JOINS 
REBEL FORCES. 

San Antonio, Texas, May 6.—Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Alvaro Obregon has 
formally joined the Mexican revo- 
lution initiated in the state of Son- 
Ora and has placed himself.and hia 
armed forces at the disposal of the 
revolution, according to advices re- 
ceived here today. In a manifesto 
issued in the state of Guerrero, a 
copy of which reached San An- 
tonio today, Obregon called upon 
the Mexican people to rally to the 
support of the revolution against 
President Carranza and denied that 
he was seeking personal power. 

Obregon declared in the manifesto 
that when he consented to become a 
candidate for the Mexican presi- 
dency he believed the political cam- 
paign would be “developed in abso- 
lute conformity to law,” but facts 
have transpired which have “‘brought 
us face to face with the most sor- 
rowful of realities.” President Car- 
ranzZa,. the manifesto charges, has 
attempted to make the “national 
army a whip lash at the service 
of his sole political judgment and 
disgrace, intrigue and calmny have 
gravitated around the members of 
said ramy.” 

“The present first magistrate of 
the nation, forgetting his high in- 
vestiture of supreme power, con- 
verted himself into the chief of a 
political party,’ the manifesto de- 
clares, “and placed at the services 
of the band all the resources of the 
nation,” and “violating all moral 
principles, opens the vaults of the 
national treasury and utilizes its 
fortuens as a means of subordna- 
tion to pay the venal press.” 

“Vulgar Ambitionist.” \ 

Continuing the attack on the na- 
tion’s executive, the manifesto said: 

“The same first magistrate has 
divested himself in his ambitious 
politics of the respect with which 
all authority should guard laws, 
dictating a series of attempts 
against the followers of independ- 
ent’ canddiates and against the can- 
didates themselves, which acts of 
the said first magistrate have ex- 
hibited him in the light of a vul- 
gar ambitionist, who hag separated 
himself completely from the road 
which marks duty and law, and who 
has attempted to impose upon the 
country a successor to conciliate 
his past and serve as an instrument 
for his unconquerable ambition and 
that of his circle of friends who 
have made of public matters a foun- 
dation of speculation. 

“The same first magistrate, real 
chief of the Bonillasta party, upon 
receiving knowledge that a large 
majority of the citizens of the re- 
public refused, with dignity and 
civic pride, the brutal imposition 
(of Bonillas), provoked an armed 
conflict so that he could encom- 
pass by violence a victory which 
he could not accomplish within the 
law and this conflict which was 
provoked against the state of So- 
nora, the authorities and the sons 
of that state with a new plan which 
was brought to light in the coarsest 
of calumnies against the independ- 
ent candidate (Obregon), initiating 
a criminal charge in which he 
(President Carranza) appeared as 
the accuser; establishing over this 
candidate the most strict vigilance 
by the same persons who made the 
assault (on Obregon recently) at 
Tampico. Under suc ditions it 
is impossible to confinue the po- 
litical campaign and it is abso- 
lutely necessary to again resort to 
arms to defend that which they are 
seeking to despoil us of by force of 
arms. 

Resumes Status of Soldier. 

“The political campaign having 
been suspended by reason of the 
facts related above and, following 
the ancient custom of serving my 
country when her institutions are 
in danger, I resume again my status 
as a soldier and on the appearance 
of the grand liberal party, which 
with many demonstrations sustains 
my candidacy in the political cam- 
ae. I placed myself at the or- 

ers of the. citizens’ constitutional 
governor of the free and sovereign 
state of Sonora to assist his deci- 
sion to co-operate with him until 
the overthrow of the national fed- 
eral powers (the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial). The executive 
by reason of the facts heretofore 
enumerated, the other two because 
they have sanctioned with their 
complicity the series of stated at- 
tempts.” .

‘Concentration by General Car- 
ranza of troops at Mexico City 
had caused rebel representa- 
tives heer and some American 
army officials to believe that it 
might indicate the president’s de- 
termination to gather about him 
a:‘forece sufficiently strong to en- 
able him to transfer hig seat of 
government. The obvious reason 
for such concentration, it was ex- 
Plained, would be the defense’ of 
the capital but, according to mili- 
tary experts, Mexico City is so dif- 
ficult to defend that Carranza might 
be expected to employ the same tac- 
tics he did when Villa gained the 
ascendancy in 1914, and again set 
up his capital at Vera Cruz. 

Revolutionary agents here agreed 
it would be possible for Carranza 
to utilize a comparatively small 
force of loyal troops for a stand 
somewhere outside the capital and 
that it might even be possible for 
money, but, observers asserted, his 
porary capital at Vera Cruz and 
from there direct a counter move- 
ment. 

It would be possible for Carranza 
to take with him to Vera Cruz or 
to some other ‘point the officials 
of the supreme court and a con- 
siderable quantity of supplies and 
money, but observers asserted, his 
position would then be no e6tronger 
than that of Villa or any other 
leader conducting independent op- 
erations. The possible success of 
such tactics, they declared, depend- 
ed wholly upon a radical change 
in popular opinion. 


Te Attack Rebels. 


Information based on news con- , 


tained in the Mexico City news- 
papere of a recent date indicated 
that Carranza was preparing to 
send General Murguia south into the 
state of Puebla at the head of a 
considerable force to attack the 
rebels that have been gathered 
there under the command of Gen- 
eral Pablo Gonzales, who recently 
joined the revolt. 

The federal garrison in the city 
of Puebla is reported to have with- 
drawn Monday upon the approach 
of Gonzalez and to have taken ref- 
uge in Apizaco, Tlaxcala. 

Other reports from Mexico City 
are that the legislature of the state 
of Mexico had declared in favor of 
the revolution and that General de 
La Torre had been sent to recap- 
ture Toluca, the state capital. Oax- 
aca, capital of the state of the same 
name Tuxpam and Panuco, near 
Tampico are towns now claimed by 
the rebels whose reports are that 
the same federal garrison that re- 
cently was reported to have with- 
stood the attacks of General Man- 
uel Palaez’s men, had now joined 
the revolt. 

The cutting of railroads con- 

tinued, according to official and un- 
official reports. The best infor- 
mation available indicated interrup- 
tion of traffic over the _ railroads 
between Mexico City and Vera 
Cruz, Puebla and Pachuca and the 
main lines north to Torreon and 
west to Guadalajara. 
' Rebel forces were reported to 
have captured Oaxaca, 288 miles 
south of Mexico City, and it was 
said General Castenada had rebelled 
in Hidalgo, sixty miles northeast 
of Mexico City. Rebel activities 
were described in the vicinity of 
Frontera. 

The Mexico City Press stateé that 
the concentration of anti-Carranza 
forces in the vicinity of the capi- 
tal continues. Fighting was repors 


ed at Los Herreras in Nuevo Leon, 


and toward Tampico. 
2 Torreon Garrison Revolts. 

Unconfirmed advices received to- 
day by agents here of the Mexican 
revolutionary movement said that 
the Carranza garrison at Torreon 
under General Pesario Castro had 
revolted and that the city was in 
control of the revolutionists, Cesaro 
Castro, a brother of the command- 
ing general, the reports said, has 
fied to Mexico City. 

Other advices received by agents 
of the revolutionists said no trains 
were being permitted to leave Mex: 
ico City and that the Carranza min-~ 
later of railways had ordered all 
available railroad rolling stock con- 
centrated in the capital. 

Advices through official channels 
today siid Generals Gonzales, Sidro- 
nio Mendez and Manuel W. Gonzales 
had joined forces southeast of Mex- 
ico City and were prepared to repel 
any attack by Carranzistas from 
the capital. 

General Urqui7zo, acting secretary 
of war in Mexico City, has issued 
a statement declaring that the cap- 
ital is amply protected with artil- 
lery at all points. 

On the Pacific coast advancing 
patrols of General Flores in Sinaloa 
yesterday defeated a Carranza 
force under Colonel Bastillo, which 
was defending Abuya and La Cruz, 
The Carranza forces fled after suf- 
fering a number of casualties and 
was pursued by the Sonora cavalry 
under Colonel Anaya. Another bat- 
tle between these forces Is reported 
to be imminent south of La Cruz. 

Carransa Losing Grip. 

Government reports continue to 
indicate a rapid weakening of Car- 
ranza’s grip. Although any recog- 
nition by this government of the 
rebel movement other than that ac- 
corded any de factor force was said 
to be improbable, it is known agents 
of the state department have stud- 
ied carefully the promulgamated 
program of the rebels and the pub- 
lished assurances of Alvaro Obre- 
gon and other leaders of the re- 
volt that a more friendly attitude 
toward foreigners will he adopted. 

In marked contrast the methods 
used by those who have acted in 
similar positions, agents:of the rev- 
olution here have refrained from 
making any overtures to the United 
States government, and, it is un- 
derstood no plea for special con- 
sideration will be made until the 
success of the rebel movement is 
assured. In the event that Car- 
ranza is forced out of the presi- 
dency, the attitude of the United 
States. according to some officials, 
will be shaped to a certain extent 
by the attitude taken by the rebels. 

Official and unofficial advices 
agree in general that revolutionary 
forces are appearing with startling 
rapidity in almost all parts of the 
country, and that steps toward their 
coordination are well under way. 
Army officers here who have been 
studying the situation do not agree 
with the optimistic claims of some 
of the rebel leaders that Mexico 
City would be taken within’a week

Old 
crop months were relatively easy, 
with July selling off from 38.73 to 
38.72, and the close steady, net 25 
points lower to 18 points higher. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 3 to 17 points on higher 
Liverpool cables, reports that the 
Lanoashire wage dispute had been 
settled, and complaints of further 
rains in eastern and central sections 
of the belt. Old ming 4 positions sold 
20 to 26 points net higher, and the 
new crop about 38 to 45 points abovo 
last night’s closing figures during 
the early trading, on covering and 
fresh commission house buying. 
There was also some trade buying 
of July and October, but the support 
of that sort was less active than it

NEW ORLEANS COTTON

New Orleans, May 6.—Opening

“MARKED CARDS” LAID 


T0 COTTON EXCHANGES 


Washington, May 6.—In anothe: 
senate clash today between Sena- 
tors Comer, democrat, Alabama, and 
Ransdell, democrat, Louisiana, over 
the former’s amendment to the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill to 
amend the cotton futures trading 
law Senator Comer stated that the 
cotton mills in which he is inter- 
ested paid for numerous advertise- 
ments in southern newspapers in 
support of his amendment. 

Senator Ransdell produced a num- 
ber of the advertisements and ask- 
ed whether they had been paid for 
by the cotton producers, spinners 
or exchange brokers, Senator Comer 
replied that his milling company 
had paid for all and gave a com- 
plete list. Mr. Comer added that 
he had spent years of his life and 
much money to “educate” the cot- 
ton states regarding necessity for 
securing changes in the cotton ex- 
change grading rules. He also re- 
iterated that his amendment would 
aid the. producers and repeated 
charges that the cotton exchanges 
are opposing this amendment while 
operating with “marked cards and 
loaded dice.” 

The Comer amendment still {s in 
conference and it was reported to- 
day that the senate and house man- 
agers 
disagreement to bring the amend- 
ment before the house and senate 
for furthr action. 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, May 6.—(Special.)—After sev- 
eral days of slow, creeping advances, new 
crop months today acquired momentum 
which will probably carry them to previous 
high of 37.25 for October, in which case 
we do not believe they will meet with the 
heavy selling encountered on the last up- 
turn, Weather conditions continue unfavor- 
able.

New York, May 6.—(Special.)—The mar- 
ket today was higher early, owing to re- 
ports of heavy rains in the central beit and 
more showers in the east. Ag the feeling 
about the new crop is one of great anxiety, 
these reports led te considerable speculative 
buying. Liverpool was a free seller on the 
advance, as our market has gone up closely 
to Liverpool in the last three or four days. 
It is reported that the Lancashire strike 
has been settled by a compromise. In New 
Bedford the mills are still operating, but at 
a reduced rate, and in a more or less crip- 
pled condition. News from the dry goods 
market is very unsettled. Further sales by 
retailers are reported in contemplation fol- 
lowing the advertisement of a large store 
in ‘New York that all prices will be reduced 
20 per cent. The stock of cotton in New 
York has been steadily increasing, although 
at a moderate rate, owing to transportation 
difficulties, and this has resulted in a nar- 
rowing of the premium of the old crop. We 
expect that further rains will maintain the 
bullish sentiment, but there is some little 
disposition to pay attention to the increas- 
ing evidence that goods prices have at last 
provoked the consumer.

As yet Texas is without sufficient moist- 
ure for planting and germination of ; 
over large. areas of the state, particularly 
in the south and central portions, and 
too much rain continues to fall at intervals 
in the Mississippi valley and South At. 
lantic states. The character of weather to 
be experienced in the interior during the 
remainder of this important month will like- 
ly prove to be the most influential market 
development. 

The trade is gradually working np. to a 
high pitch as regards the uncertainty of 
weather developments during the remainder 
of this month, as it will require the best 
of climatic conditions to permit the crop 
to make satisfactory progress. 

In the event of Texas being deprived of 
sufficient rain, or in case rains continue 
in the central and eastern portions of 
the belt, and torrential rains are often ex- 
perienced in May, particularly east of the 
Mississippi river, there may be some stir- 
ring times in the cotton market before the 
expiration of the current month. 

Therefore, the future course of values will 
probably be governed mainly by character 
of the weather in the future. Under the 
circumstances, opinions are virtually value- 
less. Nevertheless, we believe that some 
very unfavorable weather will be witnessed 
in the cotton belt this month, perhaps soon-

POTTER AND M’CALL 


NAMED BY WILSON 


Washington, May 6—Mark W. 
Potter, of New York, president of 
the Carolina, Clinchfield and Ohio 
valley railway, was nominated to- 
day by President Wilson to be a 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission. 


The appointment will bring the 
commission up to its newly author- 
ized strength of eleven members if 
all of the three nominations now 
before the senate are confirmed. 
Mr. Potter, who is a democrat, was 
nominated for one of the two posi- 
tions recently created by congress 
in enlarging the commission, and 
for a term which will expireat 
the end of 1923. 

Four of the present eight com- 
missioners are democrats and four 
are republicans. Of the two men 
nominated last week and still un- 
confirmed one is a democrat and 
one an independent. 

During the past 15 years Mr. Pot- 
ter, who is 52 years old, has been 
extensively interested in develop- 
ment work in the Appalachian high- 
lands, embracing the mountain sec- 
tion of Kentucky, Virginia, Tennes- 
see and North Carolina.
